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TNA  PRESIDENT'S  LETTER 


With  the  stock  market  continuing  it's  wild  gyrations,  this  seems  like  a  good 
time  to  think  about  the  economics  of  our  hobby  I  think  the  number  of  new 
coin  collectors  has  been  in  decline  for  some  years,  this  is  for  two  primary 
reasons  Fewer  young  people  have  started  collecting  because  they  have  no 
chance  of  finding  a  premium  coin  in  change  and  coin  collecting  is  a  low  tech 
high  personal  input  hobby  and  our  children  are  growing  up  in  a  high  tech  low 
personal  input  society 

Anyone  who  watched  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  sports  card  boom  should  have 
noticed  that  it  was  started  by  the  young  collectors  who  hoped  to  buy  a  pack  of 
cards  and  find  in  it  a  card  worth  more  than  the  whole  pack  Does  that  remind 
you  of  kids  in  the  60's  going  to  the  bank  and  buying  rolls  of  coins  to  look 
through  Unfortunately,  the  adult  speculators  and  manufacture's  greed  soon 
pushed  the  kids  out  of  the  card  market  and  the  collapse  was  underway. 

How  ever,  over  the  last  few  years  many  of  the  kids  who  searched  rolls  in  the  60's 
have  come  back  to  coin  collecting  as  maturing  baby  boomers  with  disposable 
income  And  the  replacement  for  searching  rolls  seems  to  be  a  new  group  of 
collectors  armed  with  their  Cherrypicker's  Guide  searching  the  dealers  stock  for 
the  multitude  of  documented  and  undocumented  varieties  Both  of  these  groups 
bode  well  for  the  hobby  While  few  collectors  are  strictly  in  it  for  the  money, 
most  are  hopeful  that  they  will  make  money  over  time  or  at  least  not  lose  much 
Therefore,  it  is  important  that  they  have  the  opportunity  to  make  some  good 
buys  It  is  part  of  the  pleasure  of  the  hobby  The  Grey  Sheet  and  population 
reports  have  put  the  relatively  new  collector  on  a  relatively  even  playing  field 
with  the  dealers  of  many  years  experience  This  reduces  risk  for  the  collector 
which  makes  purchasing  more  comfortable  if  not  entirely  safe 

Compare  our  buying  to  golfers,  imagine  buying  a  set  of  golf  clubs,  playing  lot) 
rounds  over  two  years,  deciding  to  quit  and  getting  75%  of  all  vour  money 
back  Coin  collecting  offers  that  kind  of  economic  security  few  hobbies  do 
How  we  make  coin  collecting  ntorc  interesting  to  a  generation  of  children 
brought  up  on  Star  Wars  is  a  difficult  problem  not  yet  solved  Certainly,  the 
TNA  with  its  Coins  for  A's.  and  people  like  Ralph  Ross  are  attempting  to 
address  this  issue  Never  the  less,  I  feel  better  about  the  state  of  coin  collecting 
today  than  I  have  for  years  I  believe  we  will  see  slow  steady  sustainable 
growlh  in  our  hobby  The  economy  and  collecting  climate  are  right

Any  student  under  the  age  of  18.  in  or  out  of  the  state  of  Texas,  is 
eligible  Wc  need  a  clear  copy  of  the  grade  report  they  are  submitting,  it  can  be 
for  a  six  week  period,  a  semester,  or  a  w  hole  year  They  w  ill  receive  coins  for 
even  one  "A"  on  one  subject,  but  we  try'  to  be  more  generous  the  more  A’s  there 
are.  or  for  the  more  limes  the  A’s  have  been  received  We  no  longer  need  the 
stamped,  self-addressed  env  elope.  We  now  have  special  bubble-pack  envelopes 
that  can  resist  the  automated  post  office  machinery  w  ithout  bursting  and  losing 
the  coins,  and  all  envelopes  are  taken  to  the  post  office  to  ensure  getting  correct 
postage  The  most  important  thing  of  all  is  we  need  a  clear,  correct  mailing 
address  for  the  young  person  don't  rely  on  the  copy  of  the  grade  report  being 
readable  enough,  make  sure  you  can  read  it.  in  hopes  we  can  And.  finally,  we 
very  much  appreciate  it  if  the  applicant  gives  us  some  idea  of  what  he  is 
collecting  or  is  interested  in  or  most  in  need  of  Unfortunately,  they  often  want 
to  have  coins  that  we  arc  probably  never  going  to  have  to  give,  so  second  and 
third  choices  would  be  nice 

And  while  we're  thanking  people,  we  want  to  thank  everybody  that  has 
had  the  confidence  in  us  and  let  us  do  this  This  is  the  most  fun  cither  of  us  has 
had  in  a  long  time  There  are  a  lot  of  really  nice  people  in  coin  collecting,  and 
a  chance  to  encourage  scholarship  in  young  people,  hang  around  with  coin 
collectors,  and  play  with  coins  is  almost  too  good  to  be  true

FLYING  EAGLE  CENT  HOARD 

A  Flying  Eagle  cent  hoard  was  sold  to  Littleton  Coin  Co  in  New  Hampshire. 
The  hoard  totaled  more  than  5.000  cents  with  5.671  of  these  being  1X57  and 
1858  cents  The  entire  purchase  totaled  8.467  US  type  coins  of  the  18th  and 
19th  century 

The  breakdown  of  coins  is  as  follows 

108  Draped  Bust.  Classic  Head  and  Coronet  Half  cents.  351  Classic  Head  and 
Coronet  cents.  507  Copper  nickel  Indian  Head  cents.  370  Two  cent  pieces. 
2.180  Copper  nickel  three  cent  pieces.  314  Seated  Liberty  dimes.  317  Seated 
Liberty  quarters.  649  Seated  Liberty  halves 

There  were  two  other  hoards  of  fly  ing  eagle  cents  that  are  known  George  W 
Rice  managed  to  collect  756  coins  all  dated  1856.  and  John  A  Beck  pul 
together  a  collection  containing  53 1  coins  also  all  dated  1856 

BEP  PRINTING  NEW  S50 

The  new  1996  $50  bill  is  out  in  the  public  hands,  and  many  people  didn't  know 
it  was  coming  A  number  of  retailers  refused  to  take  the  new  bill  at  first 
because  they  did  not  know  the  government  had  printed  a  new  note 
The  Federal  Reserve  ordered  342.400.000  notes  for  distribution  to  member 
banks  across  the  country  The  order  called  for  notes  to  be  printed  for  eight  of 
the  twelve  Federal  Reserve  districts 

TWENTY-FIVE  CENT  BILL 

Republican  Michael  Castle  introduced  legislation  calling  for  a  10  year 
circulating  commemorative  quarter  program  honoring  each  of  the  50  states 
The  bill  ts  the  same  as  the  one  introduced  in  1996  with  the  exception  that  each 
state  will  have  the  authority  to  design  the  coin  representing  that  state  Another 
change  states  that  the  design  would  not  be  "frivolous  or  inappropriate"  because 
it  is  important  that  the  nation's  coinage  bear  dignified  designs  which  the 
citizens  of  the  US  can  be  proud  Five  coins  will  be  issued  each  year,  beginning 
Jan  I  1999.  for  the  slates  in  the  order  they  were  admitted  into  the  Union 
This  is  the  order  the  coins  will  be  stmek  and  entered  into  circulation!

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TREASURE  OF  XERXES 

HUGE  HOARD  OF  SILVER  BURIED  CIRCA  450  BC 

And  now,  ns  he  looked  and  sow  the  whole  Hellespont  covered  with  the 
vessels  of  his  fleet  and  all  the  shore  and  every  plain  about  4  bydos  as  full  as  possible  of 
men.  Xerxes  congratulated  himself  upon  his  good  fortune,  but  after  a  little  while  he 
it vpt  His  uncle  Artabanus.  who  »♦  os  with  him  at  the  time,  asked  about  thus  strange 
expression  of  contradictory'  feelings  "I  nos  thinking."  Xerxes  replied,  "and  it  came 
mto  my  mind  how  pitifully  short  human  life  is.  " 

Herodotus  1 11.  45-46 

This  moment  in  history  described  by  the  ancient  historian  Herodotus  was  perhaps 
one  of  the  greatest  military  undertakings  in  history'  given  the  current  technology  The 
accounts  relate  that  the  great  Persian  king  Xerxes  amassed  an  army  of  1.700,000  men  for  his 
invasion  of  Greece  in  480  BC  An  entire  city  was  needed  to  feed  the  army  just  two  meals, 
and  an  entire  river  ran  dry  when  they  drank  And  huge  quantities  of  silver  coins  were  struck 
to  finance  the  massive  military  payroll  and  all  the  expenses  of  huge  military  operations.  The 
Hellespont  was  the  water  way  at  least  a  mile  wide  connecting  the  Black  Sea  and  the 
Mediterranean  Sea  and  separating  Europe  from  Asia  Minor.  In  order  to  move  his  vast  army 
Xerxes  commanded  his  engineers,  mostly  Phoenecians  and  Egyptians,  to  build  a  bridge  To 
do  this  674  ships  were  tied  together  in  a  double  row  and  planks  were  laid  over  the  decks 
The  planks  were  covered  with  brushwood  and  dirt  to  create  a  road.  Xerxes  invaded  Greece 
and  very'  nearly  succeeded  in  conquering  the  civilized  world 

As  the  Persians  moved  through  northern  Greece  they  were  met  at  the  pass  of 
Thermopylae,  where  the  300  Spartans  led  by  Leonidas  fought  to  the  last  man.  and 
successfully  delayed  the  Persian  advance  long  enough  for  the  Greek  cities  to  prepare. 
Although  Xerxes  captured  Athens,  the  Athenians  had  fled  with  their  fleet  to  the  nearby  island 
of  Salamis  where  the  Persian  fleet  was  defeated  by  the  more  experienced  Athenian  navy. 
The  army  of  the  allied  Greek  city-states,  led  by  Spartans  was  able  to  defeat  the  Persian  army 
at  Plataea  in  479  BC  and  effectively  ended  Xerxes  attempted  conquest  of  Greece 

Xerxes  is  long  dead,  and  Ins  observations  on  the  brevity  of  human  existence  still 
applies  today,  even  though  we  average  more  than  twice  the  usual  life  span  of  the  ancients 
By  collecting,  studying  and  handling  the  coins  of  the  ancients  our  human  experience  can  be 
greatly  enhanced.  In  our  hands  we  have  relics  of  great  kings  who  commanded  huge  armies 
to  conquer  kingdoms  now  vanished  These  huge  treasures  of  precious  metals  that  are  now 
unearthed  from  the  paths  of  these  ancient  armies  are  sometimes  the  only  tangible  links  that 
we  have.

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This  hoard  of  silver  was  composed  of  over  100  pounds  of  struck  sigloi  A  single 
siglos  averages  5  55  grams  of  nearly  pure  silver  and  depicts  the  Great  King  of  Persia  as  an 
archer  in  an  action  pose  Some  interpret  his  posture  as  the  archaic  art  expression  of  running, 
and  others  describe  him  ns  kneeling  These  coins  were  struck  with  a  heavy  sledge  hammer 
on  v  ery  thick  oblong  planchcts.  much  like  silver  bullets,  w  ith  a  hand  held  upper  die  depicting 
the  archer  The  lower  die  was  probably  imbedded  in  wood  or  stone  to  secure  it  The  lower, 
or  reverse  die  of  these  coins,  was  used  in  the  manner  of  the  very  first  coins  ever  produced  in 
the  world.  Tins  lower  die  was  a  roughly  rectangular  raised  metal  lump,  appearing  in 
hundreds  of  my  sterious  variations  The  raised  reverse  die  creates  an  incuse  impression  for 
the  backs  of  the  sigloi  Museum  studies  now  in  progress  utilize  the  reverse  incused 
impressions  for  quick  die  referencing,  since  the  obverse  impression  of  the  Great  King  is 
frequently  off  center  These  coins  represented  a  huge  explosion  in  the  production  of  coined 
money,  and  were  struck  rapidly  to  fill  the  need  for  pre- weighed  silver  authorized  by  a 
powerful  ruler 

The  Great  King  is  shown  holding  a  spear  and  a  bow  on  the  sigloi  attributed  to  the 
Asia  Minor  mint  of  Sardcis.  in  I  ydia  and  a  bow  and  a  dagger  on  the  other  ty  pe  which  is 
possibly  all  from  a  different  mint  further  south  Frequently  they  are  countcrmarkcd  with  tun 
punches  b\  merchants  of  bankers,  possibly  to  attest  to  the  quality  of  the  silver  We  can  sell

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RELICS  FROM  THE  INCEPTION  OF  THE  FDIC 

by  Frank  Clark 


Bank  failures  occurred  repeatedly  during  times  of  business  recession  up  until 
the  early  1930's  when  a  method  was  devised  to  protect  the  deposits  of  the  bank's 
customers  -  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  Previously,  there  had 
been  various  experiments  in  state  bank  insurance,  group  insurance  and  reserve 
funds,  but  none  of  these  plans  were  satisfactory  It  took  the  world  business 
depression  of  the  1930’s  to  plant  the  seeds  of  deposit  insurance  on  a  national 
scale  and  to  restore  the  people's  confidence  in  banks  and  help  in  the  recovery 
from  the  Depression 

The  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation  was  created  as  a  temporary' 
insurance  plan  by  the  Banking  Act  of  1933  and  it  was  made  permanent  in 
1935.  The  FDIC  is  a  wholly  bank  owned  and  government  managed  insurance 
fund  Today,  very  few  banks  are  not  FDIC  members  All  national  banks  are 
required  to  be  members,  along  with  state  bank  members  of  the  Federal  Reserve 
System  Also,  other  types  of  banks  can  qualify  for  membership  in  the  FDIC 

The  start  up  funds  for  the  FDIC  came  from  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States 
and  from  the  twelve  Federal  Reserve  Banks  who  purchased  stock  in  the  FDIC 
Member  banks  also  contribute  to  the  fund  with  payments  based  on  their  annual 
deposits 

The  FDIC  was  sorely  tested  by  the  many  bank  failures  of  the  1980’s,  but  it  is 
still  in  operation  today  Shown  here  arc  two  FDIC  certificates  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Bogata.  Texas.  The  first  one  is  dated  July  I.  1934  and  is 
valid  only  until  July  1  1935  The  second  one  is  dated  August  23.  1935  and 
deposits  are  now  insured  under  the  permanent  plan  Both  certificates  have  a 
gold  embossed  seal  of  the  Federal  Deposit  Insurance  Corporation.  Washington. 
D  C  with  the  date  the  FDIC  was  founded  -  1933  The  certificates  are  worded 
slightly  different  and  they  have  different  signature  combinations.  The  eagle 
and  flag  vignettes  are  different  with  the  first  certificate  of  1934  having  the 
motto  of  "EPLURIBUS  UNUM"  above  the  eagle 

I  found  these  certificates  to  be  very  interesting  and  informative  The 
certificates  became  a  window  to  peer  into  the  beginnings  of  the  FDIC

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THE  MINT  "BRANCHES"  OUT 

BY  BENNY  BOLIN 


After  the  United  States  gained  its’  independence  in  1776,  the  country  suffered 
many  growing  pains  A  method  to  conduct  business  and  other  daily 
transactions  of  commerce  was  of  major  importance  and  concern  Formalizing  a 
standard  monetary  system  to  meet  the  nation's  demands  was  one  of  the  first  acts 
for  the  nation's  needs.  Treasury  Secretary  Alexander  Hamilton  authored  the 
"Mint  Act  of  1792.”  This  Act  authorized  the  construction  of  the  nation's  first 
mint  as  well  as  allowed  private  citizens  to  bring  their  own  gold  and  sliver  to  the 
mint  for  coining  for  free.  The  mint  was  built  in  Philadelphia  with  David 
Rittenhouse  as  its'  first  director  He  served  from  April  1792  until  June  1795 
The  cornerstone  of  the  mint  was  laid  on  July  31,  1792  at  Seventh  and  Arch 
streets  and  was  completed  in  the  fall,  the  first  federal  building  built  by  the  new 
United  states  Government  The  first  coins,  11,178  copper  cents  were  minted 
and  delivered  in  March,  1793  The  mint  soon  after  began  minting  gold  and 
silver  coins,  some  supposedly  struck  from  George  Washington's  own  silver 
Originally,  the  mint  was  under  the  control  of  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  but 
in  1799  it  was  changed  to  an  independent  agency  reporting  directly  to  the 
president  In  the  late  1820's,  the  original  mint  was  too  small  to  provide  for  the 
country's  coinage  needs  A  new  building  was  planned  and  completed  in  1833 
on  Broad  street,  one-half  mile  west  of  the  original  mint  by  the  late  1890's,  this 
facility  also  proved  inadequate  and  another  built  in  1901  Space  demand  along 
with  the  need  for  better  access  to  highways  and  better  security  resulting  in  the 
building  of  the  current  facility  at  Fifth  and  Arch  Streets  The  Philadelphia  mint 
produced  all  types  and  denominations  of  our  coins  With  the  exception  of  the 
1942-1945  wartime  nickels,  coins  minted  at  Philadelphia  did  not  have  a  mint 
mark  until  the  "P"  was  added  in  1979. 

EASTERN/CENTRAL  U.S.  BRANCHES 

As  the  country  grew  and  expanded,  the  need  for  branch  mints  soon  became 
apparent  Gold  and  Silver  finds  as  well  as  westward  expansion  began  to  bring 
attention  to  the  need  for  other  coining  facilities  The  country's  first  domestic 
source  of  gold  was  discovered  in  three  northern  Georgia  counties  in  1829. 
Before  these  finds,  the  Philadelphia  mint  relied  entirely  on  foreign  gold  These 
finds  brought  new  and  rapid  growth  since  many  people  came  hoping  for  a 
wealthy  future  By  1830,  fifty-six  gold  mines  were  in  operation  in  the 
Carolina's  area  Miners  found  a  lot  of  gold  in  the  north  Georgia  hills,  but  they 
had  difficulty  converting  it  into  U.S.  Currency  Gold  from  these  Carolina 
sources  had  to  be  sent  to  Philadelphia  for  coining  This  was  a  long,  dangerous 
and  expensive  (5  -  10  cents  per  mile)  journey  that  could  take  several  months  for 
the  miner  to  receive  his  coins.  The  miners  were  responsible  for  paying  all 
transportation  and  protection  costs,  both  to  and  from  the  mint 
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If  a  miner  opted  to  not  send  his  gold  to  Philadelphia  for  coining,  he  could  sell  it 
to  banks  or  local  merchants,  but  at  a  discount,  often  as  high  as  6%  Two 
pmatc  mints  were  opened  to  meet  the  demand.  Templeton  Reids  in  1830  and 
the  Bcchtlcr  Mint  in  1X3 1  These  did  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  miners,  as  they 
still  had  to  pay  for  having  their  gold  coined  In  December.  1X32.  Georgia 
Congressman  Augustin  Clayton  stated  Vr  wish  the  laboring  man  to  have  it  in 
his  power  to  carry  Ins  gold  himself  to  the  mint  and  get  its'  true  value  instead  of 
having  to  pay  others  "  On  March  3.  1835.  Congress  approved  "An  Act  to 
Establish  Branches  of  the  Mint  of  the  United  States  "  This  act  established 
branches  at  Dahlonega.  GA.  Charlotte.  NC  and  New  Orleans.  LA 

DAHLONEGA,  GA  MINT 

The  Dahlonega  Mint  began  operation  in  January  1838  It  minted  half  eagles 
from  183X  to  1861.  quarter  eagles  from  1839  to  1859.  three  dollar  gold  coins  in 
1854  (only  1120  were  minted)  and  gold  dollars  from  1849-1861  Between 
1838  and  when  it  was  captured  by  the  Confederacy  on  April  8.  1X61.  the  mint 
coined  1.106.274  pieces  with  a  face  value  of  $6,102,844  The  facility  was  not 
re-opened  after  the  Civil  War  Coins  minted  at  Dahlonega  carry  the  "D"  mint 
mark 


CHARLOTTE.  NC  MINT 

The  Charlotte  NC  mint  also  opened  in  1838  Its'  first  coins  were  coronet  half 
eagles,  minted  on  Wednesday.  March  28.  1X38  It  began  coining  quarter  eagles 
later  that  year  and  continued  to  mint  half  and  quarter  eagles  until  fire  nearly 
totally  destroyed  the  building  on  July  27.  1844  The  mint  was  rebuilt  and 
coinage  resumed  in  October.  1846.  striking  half  and  quarter  eagles  and  gold 
dollars,  beginning  in  1X49  The  mint  was  taken  over  by  confederate  troops  on 
April  20.  1861  and  closed  a  month  later  After  the  Civil  War.  the  building  was 
returned  to  the  federal  government,  but  was  never  again  used  as  a  coining 
facility  It  re-opened  in  1868  as  an  assay  olTice  and  was  closed  on  June  30. 
1913  Coins  minted  at  Charlotte  earn  the  "C"  mint  mark 

NEW  ORLEANS,  LA  MINT 

Being  the  entry  point  of  much  of  the  foreign  metals  used  in  the  United  Slates 
coins,  it  was  logical  to  have  a  branch  mint  in  New  Orleans  The  building  was 
designed  by  William  Strickland  Also  authorized  by  the  Act  of  March  3.  1X35. 
the  mint  began  coining  operations  in  1838  In  1861.  it  was  taken  over  and 
became  the  mint  of  the  Confederacy  When  Union  troops  captured  New 
Orleans,  they  used  the  building  as  a  prison  for  confederate  troops  The  mint 
served  as  an  assay  office  from  1876-1879  It  resumed  coining  operations  in 
1879.  minting  both  gold  and  silver  coins  Minting  continued  until  1909  and 
the  facility  was  allowed  to  mint  silver  coins  as  well  as  gold

Coining  operations  were  ceased  in  1909.  but  the  facility  again  served  as  an 
assay  office  form  1909  until  1942  when  it  was  completely  closed  During  it's 
operations,  it  coined  a  total  of  $298,660,707  60  in  U  S  coins  All  coins  minted 
at  New  Orleans  carry  the  "O"  mint  mark 

WESTERN  BRANCHES 
SAN  FRANCISCO,  CA  MINT 

Rapid  westward  expansion,  the  gold  rush  of  1848  and  the  Comstock  Lode  silver 
strike,  necessitated  coining  facilities  in  the  western  United  States.  The  San 
Francisco  mint  was  authorized  by  the  Act  of  July  3.  1852.  Located  in 
Commercial  Street  between  Montgomery  and  Kearney,  coining  operations 
began  in  1854  A  new'  facility  was  begun  in  1870  and  completed  in  1874  at 
Mission  and  Fifth  Streets.  The  current  building  was  built  in  1937  and  was 
designed  by  a  Treasury  Department  Architect.  Gilbert  Underwood  the  mint 
produced  coins  for  over  one  hundred  years  until  March.  1955  when  operations 
were  suspended  It  served  as  an  assay  office  until  the  "Coinage  Act  of  1965" 
restarted  its'  coinage  operations.  All  coins  minted  at  San  Francisco  carry  the 
"S"  mint  mark 


CARSON  CITY,  NV  MINT 

The  discoverv  of  the  Comstock  Lode  caused  businessmen  in  Nevada  to  want  a 
coining  facility  of  their  own  They  had  to  ship  their  silver  lo  San  Francisco  for 
processing  They  argued  that  since  transportation  costs  were  so  high,  and  that 
since  they  could  sometimes  get  better  prices  if  they  shipped  their  silver  form 
San  Francisco  to  foreign  cities,  more  of  the  silver  would  stay  in  the  United 
States  if  thev  had  a  facility  close  by  Establishment  of  the  facility  in  Carson 
City.  Nevada,  was  authorized  by  the  "Act  of  March  3.  1863."  Congressman 
H  P  Bennett  was  appointed  to  investigate  sites  However,  due  to  Civil  War. 
little  was  done  at  that  time  In  February.  1865.  Congress  authorized  the 
purchase  of  a  full  city  block  to  build  the  facility  on  However,  they  debated  the 
purchase  so  long,  they  could  not  act  Finally,  in  July.  1867.  plans  for  the 
facility  were  finalized  and  accepted  The  facility  was  built  of  sandstone  blocks 
that  were  quarried  at  the  Nevada  State  Prison  Because  mining  usually  paid 
better  than  construction,  workers  were  hard  to  find,  so  the  building  progressed 
very  slowly,  taking  almost  three  years  to  build  On  February  10.  1870.  the  first 
coins.  2.330  silver  dollars  were  finally  struck  Coinage  operations  continued 
until  1893.  when  the  facility  became  an  assay  office  until  it  was  closed  in  1933. 
During  it's  operations,  the  Carson  City  Mint  produced  a  total  of  $49,274,434.30 
in  U  S  coins  Coins  minted  a  Carson  City  carry  the  ”CC"  mint  mark. 

DENVER,  CO  MINT 

The  idea  of  a  mint  in  Denv  er.  Colorado  was  originated  by  Congressman  Hiram 
Bennett 
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It  was  authorized  by  the  "Act  of  April  21.  1862  "  $75,000  was  designated  for 
the  mint  and  a  committee  was  created  to  decide  w  hether  to  build  a  totally  new 
facility  or  to  buy  out  the  private  mint  of  Clark.  Gruber  and  Company  In 
October  1862.  an  agreement  was  reached  to  buy  the  Clark.  Gruber  facility 
Terms  were  finalized  on  November  25.  1862  and  the  final  transfer  was  done  in 
April  1863.  Dr  O  D  Numson  was  appointed  assayer  for  the  Denver  Mint  The 
facility  operated  as  an  assay  office  until  it  began  coining  operations  in 
February.  1906  Coins  minted  at  Denver  carry  the  "D"  mint  mark 

THE  NEWEST  BRANCH 

WEST  POINT  NY  MINT 

The  West  Point  NY  mint  was  placed  in  a  building  erected  in  1938  as  a  silver 
storage  facility  It  was  located  on  a  four  acre  tract  of  land  on  the  West  Point 
Military  Academy  Coinage  began  in  1984  and  today  produces  uncirculated 
silv  er  one-ounce  bullion  coins  and  all  sizes  of  proof  and  uncirculated  American 
Eagle  coins  All  coins  minted  at  West  Point  carry  the  "W"  mint  mark
